“solemnized’’ by the village blacken?!**. 
Aberdeen, O., is conveniently situate, op­ 
posite Maysville, Ky., on the Ohio River, 
and the most, if uot nil, the 
there are of Cupid’s devotees from ‘‘tho 
dark aud bloody ground,” escaping from 
reluctant and indignant parents. 
{Such 
marriages are deemed legal in Kentucky, 
and would be so held in Pennsylvania/ 
though not in Ohio, unless authorized by 
license from tile Probate Coart of the 
county in which the “ceremony” is per­ 
formed, to-wit, Adams. Th xy are rare of 
late years, and ure never resort *d to by 
parties who regard in arri a go as more than 
a civil contract. 
It is safest to comply 
with the Jaws of a State in which a given' 
marriage is contracted. It is also better 
go through certain forms before wit­ 
nesses, so that proof of marriage may be 
conveniently had if necessary. 
And while we are on the subject, it is 
" ell to add that the laws of marriage arj 
far from l*eiug uniform, and the highest 
legal authorities differ as to their essential 
sanctions.

Among the 500 immigrants who passed 
through the city Tuesday, ou their way to 
homes in the Northwest was a party that 
attracted considerable attention. 
They 
were Russians, and will settle in the cen­ 
tral part of Eastern Dakota. 
Dressed in 
their heavy clothing and sheepskin coats, 
the male portion of the colony attracted 
the eyes of many people. 
They were all 
the children and grandchildren of Vasil 
Ungelositch, a patriarch of some seventy 
winters, formerly an officer in the Russian 
army, but for many years a private citi­ 
zen of considerable wealth, who resided 
some 200 miles east of St. Petersburg. Tho 
old gentleman had four sons, three of 
whom are married. 
The youngest, a 
young man of twenty-one, was educated 
in the National School of Pyrotechnics of 
Russia, and then was the intimate friend 
of 
Micha-d Strogloff, the 
leader 
in 
the uprising of students in 1881, one of 
the most memorable Nihilistic outbreaks of 
the last decade. 
Strogloff was seat to Siberia, and young 
Ungelovitch, although nothing was proven 
against him, was pal under close police 
surveillance, from whish he escaped about 
t vo years ago, making his way across tho 
frontier in the disguise of a peasant ped­ 
dler. He then went to Paris, where he re­ 
mained until recently. 
The whole family 
were looked upon with suspicion by the 
authorities, and so made to feel the weight 
of royal displeasure that they decided to 
leave the country. 
This they did in the 
early part of Sjptember last, making their 
escape across the Baltic in a fishing vessel, 
and making their way, after innumerable 
accidents and incidents of an exciting na­ 
ture, to Paris, where they arrived in the 
early part of January. 
From there they 
came to this country in the transcontinen­ 
tal ship Amerique about a week ago. Tho 
old gentlemau succeeded in converting a 
large portion of his estate into gold, and 
Is consequently comfortably fixed for this 
world’s goods. They have purchased sev­ 
eral thousand acres of land in tho North­ 
west, and will proceed to hew themselves 
out a home in the wilderness and become 
citizens of this country. 
The young man who got the whole fam­ 
ily into the trouble is the only one who 
speaks English, and he but indifferently. 
To avoid suspicion they all came across 
the water as steerage passengers, and as 
such will travel to their destination.

Notice was received in this city en 
Monday afternoon that the St. Paul Job­ 
bers Union would stop in Brainerd for 
half an hour while on their way to the 
Yellowstone National Park. 
The train 
arrived at 4:15 and before that time a 
large crowd had assembled at the depot, 
the Brainerd City Band luting in full un­ 
iform and playing when the train pulled 
in. The St. Paulite* were soon scatter­ 
ed among the crowd and greeting their 
old customers, forming new acquaint­ 
ances, and having a good time generally. 
As soon as the rush was over the jobbers 
formed in a line behind the Great W est­ 
ern band, which accompanies them, and 
march to the Villard Hotel where Col. 
C. B. Sleeper made a brief hut very ap­ 
propriate addrest in which be said ta 
a/ the )kii*ii>sM i»»*» 
Kratnerd 
and at the request of its executive officer 
that he was glad to welcome the jobbers 
to the city, 
Brainerd, he said, occupied 
a central geographical position, bat its 
many natural advantages were so little 
known that they were not appreciated 
at their true yfilue. 
W ith the fine agri 
cultural country surrounding it, the im- 
m men se bodies of timber, and the fine 
water power, about to be improved, its 
future was assured. 
But Brainerd’s 
prosperity was due largely to the busi­ 
ness men of St. Paul. 
They were de­ 
pendent to a considerable extent on the 
jobbers* union for capital, and the en­ 
terprise and liberality of the jobbers had 
made Braineid’s development possible.

Herald says: 
The Brainerd Base Ball Club came to 
Duluth last Saturday and beat the Duluth 
team by a score of 17 to 12. 
In their 
nine they had three men whom they 
picked up at neighboring towns, and for 
an umpire they brought a man named 
Bondy. This last named individual was 
the best man they had and won the game 
for them, which was the work hc^was 
hired or expected to do. 
The game was 
an exciting aud interesting one through­ 
out, even when the score stood eight to 
two in favor of Duluth, and was wit­ 
nessed by a large crowd of people among 
whom were many ladies. 
The home 
team did not play up to their standard, 
and were particularly weak at the bat. 
Brilliant fielding was done by Newton, 
and at times by Chichester; and inexcu­ 
sable poor plays were made by Kershaw, 
McComb, Reynolds and Chichester. 
De­ 
spite the number and costly nature of tile 
errors made, the I lulu tbs would have 
been entitled to the game had the umpire 
been at all fair in his decisions. 
In the 
matter of calling strikes he was ridicu­ 
lously at fault and in his judgment of 
B 
lay was so manifestly unfair that no 
duluth person would ascribe to bim 
an uninterested motive. 
The Brainerds 
were not faultless in their field play but 
were strong at the hat aud lucky in hav­ 
ing their hits, in several instances, fall 
into hands that failed to “ hang on” to 
the ball. 
Tile best playing of the day 
was d*ne by Newton, Duluth’s third 
oase man, His field was splendid and 
his three base hit to right field earned 
for him a hearty round of applause. The 
heaviest hit of the game, in fact the 
heaviest hit ever made on the grounds, 
mus be accredited to Dot J, who drove 
the ball into the far corner of left center 
field. 
The Brainerd man who chased 
the sphere picked it up at the fence, and 
knowing that only two bases were allow­ 
ed on a ball that went under the fence, 
quickly shoved it under and forced Doty 
back to second base after lie had com­ 
pleted the circuit of the bases. 
The de­ 
feat of the home team has not dampened 
the ardor of the lovers of the sport, and 
in all probability the third game of the 
series between the two nines will be 
played in two weeks hence. 
There is not a person in Brainerd but 
what is conversant of the fact that the 
above is a very prejudiced view of the 
game. 
In the first place there was only 
one man in the Brainerd nine who docs 
not live right here—that man was Fryer, 
and the Duluth boya could not conscien­ 
tiously kick on the importation of a 
pitcher who would let in seven men at 
one inning. 
The other two men which 
the Herald speaks of were Canaan and 
Hoecklm. The former is a Brainerd boy 
and bis home is here, and the latter gen­ 
tleman, the catcher of the Brainerd club 
is an employe at the paint shops of the 
Northern Pacific in this city and which 
facts can be substantiated. 
Then the 
w*rald noes on to claim that 31 r. Bondr \ 
the umpire was “ the best man in the 
Brainerd nine,” and won the game for 
them. 
Tbe Herald thinks, undoubtedly, 
that because the first game was won for 
them by an unfair umpire, that it must 
necessarily follow that our boy’s “got 
there’’ in exactly the same way, but 
which is In no way true, as the game was 
umpired in all respects impartially. The 
Herald claims that “hut for the umpire 
Duluth would have won the game,” but 
if so, why docs the Tribune of their own 
city come out in a quarter column article 
defending the Brainerd nine and saying 
that the assertion of certain Duluth peo­ 
ple about the umpire being unfair is all 
bosh, that paper claiming that all ails 
the Duluth boys is that they must learn 
to play base ball bcfoie they tackle 
crack nine, meaning undoubtedly tbe 
Brainerd club. 
Read the following arti­ 
cle from the Duluth Tribune, and see 
which paper gives the most impartial 
view of the game: 
The base ball grounds of Duluth are 
probably as pleasantly situated as any rn 
the country. 
On a Hue day such as yes­ 
terday, when a thousand people are in 
attendance, all full of enthusiasm and 
easily moved to applause, th* scene is 
one of rare beauty and interest. 
In 
word, the surroundings of the national 
game here are all that could be desired. 
The only thing needed is a base ball club 
that can play base ball. 
Yesterday’s 
game the Braincrd’s won and won fairly, 
and throwing the blame of defeat on the 
umpire is neither in good taste or in ac­ 
cordance with Hie facts. 
If the Duluth* 
are to play good ball they must practice 
more between games, and if they do not 
play better ball than they did yesterday 
their games will soon cease to attract an 
audience. 
About the only redeeming 
feature in their play was the batting, 
which in several innings was excellent, 
Reynolds, Doty, Newton, Kershaw and 
Sanderson making good hits.

Home Suggestions. 
Tile seed rod of plantain, boiled in 
m ilk will check the m ost violent at­ 
tack of cholera morbus. 
C orduroy as a covering for furni­ 
ture is desirable for two reasons, it is 
very durable and offers no chance for 
moths. 
It is said that ice will m elt less rap­ 
idly if w rapped in new spapers and 
placed in a covered box than when 
kept in a rcfrigator. 
A better plan for rem oving grease

is to rub in some spirits of wine with 
the hand until tho grease is brought to 
powder, and there will be no trace of 
it. 
H ie elasticity of cane chair bot­ 
tom s can be restored by washing tho 
cane with soap and w ater until it is 
well soaked, and then drying thor­ 
oughly in the air, after which they 
will become as tight and firm as new, 
if none of the canes are broken.

Flannel which has become yellow by 
age tnav be restored to whiteness by 
the use of a solution of 21 ounces of 
M arseilles soap in Jo pounds of soft 
w ater, to which is added tw o-thirds of 
an ounce of spirit of aqua am m onia, 
and the whole thoroughly mixed.

m erse the flannel, stir around well, 
then rinse in pure water. 
A p retty cover for the piano stool is 
m ade of a square of felt.

have fringe around the edge, either 
sewed on br m ade by slashing the 
edge of the felt. 
The ornam entatiou 
is of velvet ribbon, put on in lines to 
form squares: the ends should be 
painted, and the edges of the velvet 
may lie fastened down with fancy 
stitches in bright em broidery silk. Dr 
a border of satin ribbon may be put 
on: put a square of ribbon in each 
corner, and tlnbi a plain strip of the 
ribbou with the ends pointed where 
they join the squares.

Extracts from an Address by Senator Palmer 
to lh? Somerville Female Seminary. 
The address to the graduates at the 
recent com m encem ent a t Somerville 
Academy was given by Senator Thom ­ 
as W. Balrner. 
The following extract 
from the address happily describes tho 
noblest characteristics of woman: 
The ages which have im m ediately 
preceded the last hundred years were 
ages of faith, in which the pendulum 
sw ung beyond the reach or ken of 
reason. 
As a result when the pendu­ 
lum sw ung back to the side of reason, 
impelled as it has been hj the added 
force of discoveries in sc ie’ace and the 
revolt of the hum an mind from its 
long bondage, it has sw ung clear be­ 
yond tho confines of faith. 
Now, 
whereas faith not regulated by reason 
m ay be a dangerous guide, reason un 
inspired bv faith has no vital pow er to 
advance the destinies of m ankind or 
add a grain to hum an happiness. 
This age is not so much an age of 
unbelief as it is an age of unsettled 
beliefs, not only in religion, but in all 
things. 
Science and a spirit of in­ 
quiry has unsettled nearly every pre­ 
conceived theory from the origin of 
earthquakes down to the method of 
m aking Jersey butter. 
But religion 
is not prim arily a thing of the reason. 
Ii is an aspiration, a reaching out for 
som ething higher where reason may 
not lead, but w here she ean follow and 
m ark the line between religion and 
superstition. 
Women are Hie guardians cf the 
faith. 
To her faith is som ething more 
than a dogma. 
Be careful how you 
perm it it to lie underm ined by spe­ 
cious reasoning or insidious and covert 
attacks. 
They say hope is the anchor 
of the soul, bat without faith tho 
cable is gone that ties you to hope. 
To the healthful mind doubts will pre­ 
sent them selves about dogm as and 
forms, but the eternal truths, tho 
over ruling power, tho im m ortal des­ 
tiny of man, his responsibility aud tho 
assurance that at last all things m ust 
be made right, all inequalities recti- 
tied, these are living tru tbs which every 
soul m ust recognize the necessity of, 
and therefore their existence, for if I 
understand the basic principle of one 
line of scientific research it is this— 
that where a need is felt, that need 
w ill be supplied. 
As in the chien time the sacred fire 
was com m itted to the care of the ves­ 
tals, so is the flame of a pure aud re­ 
generate religion com m itted to the 
care of the women of to-day. 
The 
aspirations and ideas of the race are 
nurtured aud guarded by her. Through 
her influence churches are reared and 
the sound of praise is heard in the 
land. 
At her knee the lessons are im ­ 
parted which, though silent in their 
operation, inspire men to heroic effort 
or restrain them from guilt and impel 
women to lives of self-sacrifice and 
bring back the erring. 
The last thiug a man ever forgets is 
the prayer he has lisped at his m oth­ 
er’s side. 
The future is liers, for she, more 
than any other, shapes tho grow th of 
the men of the future, and her teach­ 
ings can never lie unfruitful, for they 
are incorporated with the tissues of 
the youth, w ho will hereafter largely 
control the destinies of m ankind.

He will throw 
his blanket over her and slip under­ 
neath with her. 
lf she rejects his suit 
there will he trouble underneath the 
blanket, and she will escape from him. 
But if she accepts him they will sit for 
hours w ithout saying a word or en­ 
gaging in any affectionate dem onstra­ 
tions. 
indians, you know, d o n 't kiss. 
They manifest affection by a kind of 
slapping of each other on tho breast 
and m oaning.” 
It would seem that with all the In­ 
dian commissioners we 
have had to 
teach Indians the ways of civilization, 
th at some attention ought to have 
been paid lo instructing them in tho 
U nited States star spangled orthodox 
way of courting. 
As long as Indians 
are allowed to lassoo the girl, they 
think they love, by throwing a blunk­ 
et over their heads, and holding the 
precious things in that way, Indians 
are bound to lie hostile and full of 
tight. 
In such a case, if the Indian 
wins the girl, he will want to light, if 
he has to sit for hours under au old 
blanket with her, doing nothing but 
pounding her on tile stom ach; and if 
she rejects him he xviii w ant to go off 
and scalp somebody* 
If tho Indians 
could be instructed in the art of kiss­ 
ing and courting in the right way, 
they would not want to light. 
These 
lighters who are killing people, and 
disem boweling them , and drain mg lit­ 
tlo children, could lie tam ed easily by 
love, the way white people love. 
Let 
a buck Indian come oil of the w ar 
path and get in love with a girl, and 
go to work to win her Hie way white 
folks do, and there would be no room 
in his mind for thoughts of m urder 
and revenge. 
If he sat up eight or 
nine nights a week with his girl he 
wouldn’t have strength enough to get 
on a w ar path without somebody 
“ boosted" him on. 
lf he saw a war 
path aud gut on it bv m istake, bo 
would turn off at the first forks of tho 
road aud hurry back to the wigwam 
of his girl, and one look of love from 
her eyes would knock all the light out 
of him. 
Slapping a woman on tbs 
stom ach is no way to express love, 
arid the Indian commission and agents 
ought to explain it to these untutored

Abraham Lincoln iii 1*56. 
The occasion of Mr. Lincoln's first 
visit to Danville was as prosecutor of 
a slander suit brought by Dr. Fithian 
against a wealth} farm er, whose wife 
died under the doctor’s hands. 
Ho 
was accused of m alpractice. 
The defense was represented by Ed­ 
ward A. llanncgan, of Indiana, ex- 
United S t a t e s Senator and afterw ard 
M inister to Berlin, an able and clo* 
quent m an, aud (). B. Ficklin, who, 
after Douglas and Lincoln, was con­ 
sidered the nest law yer in Illinois. 
Mr. Lincoln hail all he could do to 
m aintain himself against his tw o for­ 
m idable adversaries, but he was equal 
to the occasion. 
The trial lasted three or four days, 
the exam ination of witnesses consum ­ 
ing most of the time. 
In this part of 
the work Mr. Lincoln displayed re­ 
m arkable tact. 
He ii id not badger 
the witnesses or attem pt to confuse 
them . 
His questions were plain and 
practical, and elicited answers that 
had a direct bearing upon the case. 
lie did notiiing for effect, aud m ade 
no attem pt to dazzle the jury or cap­ 
tivate the audience. 
In his address to the jury he spoke 
for alm ost two hours, entirely w ith­ 
out notes, aud with an eloquence that 
I have never heard surpassed, 
lie 
was all life, all m otion; every m uscle 
and fibre of his body seem ed brought 
into requisition. 
His voice was clear, 
distinct and well m odulated. 
Every 
word was clean cut and exactly suited 
its place. 
At times he would stoop 
over until his hands sw ept tho floor. 
Then he would straighten himself up, 
fold his arm s across his breast aud 
take a few steps forw ard or back. 
This movem ent com pleted, he would 
fling his arm s above his head or thrust 
them beneath his coat tails, elevating 
or depressing b's voice to suit the 
attitude assum ed anil the sentim ent 
expressed. 
Arms anti legs were con­ 
tinually iii motion. 
It seemed im pos­ 
sible for him to stand still. 
In the 
m idst of impassioned or pathetic por­ 
tions of his speech he would extend 
his long arm s tow ards the judge or 
jury and shake his bony fingers, with 
an effect th at is indescribable. Ho held 
his audience to the last, and when he 
sat down there was a m urm ur of ap­ 
plause which the judge with difficulty 
prevented from swelling to a roar. 
The argum ent m ust have been as able 
as tho m anner of the speaker was a t­ 
tractive, for the verdict was in favoi 
of the prosecution 
This speech was considered one of 
Mr. Lincoln’s ablest forensic efforts. 
It greatly extended his fame through­ 
out the .State, and led indirectly to his 
m em orable contest with Judge Doug­ 
las for the United States Senatorship 
two years later. 
This, in turn, drew 
the eyes of the Nation upon him as a 
fit leader of the republican party, then 
rising to power, aud secured for him 
the nom ination for the Bresidency af 
Chicago in 1860.—New York Mail a ac 
Express.

The speaker was Duff Brown, an old 
locomotive engineer, who was lying at 
his home in Portland, N. Y., dying 
with consumption. 
This was several 
m onths ago. 
On the 7th inst. he died. 
He was nearly sixty years old, and one 
of the oldest engineers in the United 
States. 
His story of the awful ride is 
this: 
“In 1860 I was running a train 
on the 
Buffalo, 
Corry 
and 
Erie 
Railroad. 
The 
track 
from 
P ros­ 
pect, or Mayville Summit, to Brocton 
junction is so crooked, that while the 
distance is actually only ten miles, the 
curves make it by rail fourteen. 
The 
grade for Hie whole distance is over 
seventy feet to tile 
mile. 
About 0 
o’clock on the night of August 17,1860, 
we reached the Summit with a train of 
two passenger-cars, six oil-cars, and a 
box car. 
The latter contained two val­ 
uable trotting-horses and their keepers 
with them , on their way, I believe to 
Chicago. 
There were fifty or sixty 
passengers in the two cars. 
I got the 
signal from the conductor to start and 
pulled out. 
We had got under consid­ 
erable headway, when looking back, I 
saw an oil car in the middle of the 
train was on fire. 
I reversed the engine 
and whistle*! for brakes. 
The conduc­ 
tor and brakemen jumped off. 
They 
uncoupled the passenger cars and set 
the brakes upon them and brought them 
to a stop. 
Supjiosing that the brakes 
on the burning oil cars would also be 
put on, I called to a brakeman on the 
box car to draw the coujpling-pin be­ 
tween that car aud the head oil tank, 
backing so that lie could do it, intend­ 
ing to run far enough to save the box 
car and the locomotive. 
As I ran down 
the hill after the pin had been drawn, 
what was 
my horror to see that the 
burning cars were following me at a 
speed that was rapidly increasing. The 
men had not succeeded in putting on 
the brakes. 
I saw that the only tiling 
that could be done was to run for it to 
Brocton, arid the chances were that we 
would never reach there at the speed 
which we would be obliged to make 
around 
those 
sharp reverse curves 
where we had never run over twenty 
miles an hour. 
When I saw the flam­ 
ing cars—for the whole six were on fire 
by this time—plunging after me, and 
only a few feet away,I pulled the throt­ 
tle open. 
The oil cars caught me, 
though, before I got away. 
They came 
with full force against the rear of the 
box-car, smashing in one end and knock­ 
ing the horses and their keepers flat on 
the floor. 
The heat was almost unen­ 
durable, and do my beht I couldn't put 
more than thirty feet between the p u r­ 
suing fire and ourselves. 
By the light 
from the furnace, as the fireman opened 
the door to pile in. the coal, I caught 
sight of the face of one of the horsemen, 
he having crawled up to the grated 
opening in the end. It was pale as death, 
and he begged me for God’s sake to 
give her more steam.

Monday afternoon that the St. Paul Job­ 
bers Union would stop in Brainerd for 
half an hour while on their way to the 
Yellowstone National Park. 
The train 
arrived at 4:15 and before that time a 
large crowd had assembled at the depot, 
the Brainerd City Band tieing in full un­ 
iform and playing when the train pulled 
in. 
The St. Paulite* were soon scatter­ 
ed among the crowd and greeting their 
old customers, forming new acquaint­ 
ances, and having a good time generally. 
As soon as the rush wa* over the jobbers 
formed in a line behind the Great W est­ 
ern hand, which accompanies them, and 
march to the Villard Hotel where Col. 
C. B. Sleeper made a brief hut very a p ­ 
propriate addrest in which he said in 
K*k«»|f 
ti,#. 
*«•» f*1 Rfttnerd 
and at the request of its executive officer 
that he was glad to welcome the jobbers 
to the city, 
Brainerd, he said, occupied 
a central geographical position, bat its 
many natural advantages were so little 
known that they were not appreciated 
at their true value. 
W ith the fine agri 
cultural country surrounding it, the lm- 
mmense I todies of tim ber, and the fine 
w ater power, about to be improved, its 
future 
was assured. 
But Brainerd's 
prosperity was due largely to the busi­ 
ness men of St. Paul. 
They were de­ 
pendent to a considerable extent on the 
jobber*’ union for capital, and the en­ 
terprise and liberality of the jobbers had 
made B raineid’s development possible. 
Col. Sleeper said the people of Brainerd 
would be proud to give the St. Paul job­ 
bers a proper reception if notification 
was given in time and a longer stop 
made.

Brainerd stood as well with the 
jobbers’ union as any In Minnesota, and 
they were glad of the opportunity to in- 
indicate their appreciation of this con­ 
fidence and esteem.” 
President Hackett 
then thanked the people for their cor­ 
dial welcome, and was sorry that their 
limited stop would not adm it of an ex­ 
tended ovation. 
Ile then introduced 
Senator McMillan who spoke at some 
length, saying among other things that 
he was glad to the medium for making 
the people of St. 
Paul and Brainerd 
more fam iliar w ith each other. 
Both 
were well known, however, the Brainerd 
merchants to the business men of St 
Paul, and the m erchants of St. Paul 
throughout the state, and he hoped the 
two cities would continue to cultivate 
their long standing acquaintance and 
that their relations would always remain 
pleasant. 
He wanted to say th at which 
the jobbers were probably too modest to 
say, that the energy and enterprise ex­ 
hibited by the m erchants of St. Paul 
were not surpassed in any section of the 
country. 
They had steadily extended 
their trade in the northwest, and it was 
to the interest of the people of Brainerd 
that these relations should be extended 
and cultivated.

They Scoop the Duluth Nine In a 
Beautiful Manner. 


The Brainerd Base Ball nine visited 
Duluth 
on Saturday last to play the 
second game of the series, and, as an­ 
nounced in the headlines they did the 
tiling up brown, the score standing 17 to 
12 in Brainerd’s favor, and had Hines 
retained his place as pitcher throughout 
the entire game the result would have 
been nearer 17*to 5 than anything else. 
At the close of the third inning, Hines 
feeling somewhat dizzy put Fryer in his 
place, and the Duluthians made seven 
runs on him. 
This brought the boys to 
a realization of the fact that Hines m ust 
finish the game and he took his place 
and as the score will show the the Du­ 
luth boys only made four run* during the 
remainder of the game while the B rain­ 
erd boys got in 15 great big tallys. 
Tile 
Duluth Herald contains the following 
very rank article on the game which is 
given to our readers for what it is worth 
and not because there is any truth in it, 
as will be sceu by the D uluth Tribune’s 
article which is printed below it. 
The 
Herald says: 
The Brainerd Base Ball Club came to 
Duluth last Saturday and beat the Duluth 
team by a score of 17 to 12. 
In their 
nine they had three men whom they 
picked up at neighboring towns, and for 
an um pire they brought a man named 
Bendy. 
This last named individual was 
the best man they had and won the game 
for them, which was the work hc^was 
hired or expected to do. 
The game’ was 
an exciting aud interesting one through­ 
out, even when the score stood eight to 
two in favor of Duluth, and was wit­ 
nessed by a large crowd of people among 
whom were many ladies. 
The home 
team did not play up to their standard, 
and were particularly weak at the bat. 
Brilliant fielding was done by Newton, 
and at times by Chichester; and inexcu­ 
sable poor plays were made by Kershaw, 
McComb, Reynold* and Chichester. 
De­ 
spite the num ber and costly nature of the 
errors made, the Duluths would have 
been entitled to Hic game had the umpire 
been at ail fair in his decisions. 
In the 
m atter of calling strikes he was ridicu­ 
lously at fault and in his judgm ent of 
B 
lay was so manifestly unfair that no 
•ulutli person would ascribe to him 
an uninterested motive. 
The Brainerds 
were not faultless in their field play but 
were strong at the bat aud lucky in hav­ 
ing their hits, in several instances, fall 
into hands that failed to “ hang on” to 
the ball. 
The best playing of the day 
was dane by Newton, D uluth’s third 
oasc man, His field was splendid ami 
his three base hit to right field earned 
for him a hearty round of applause. The 
heaviest hit of the game, in fact the 
heaviest hit ever made on the grounds, 
mus be accredited to Doty, who drove 
the ball into the far corner of left center 
field. 
The Brainerd man who chased 
the sphere picked it up at the fence, and 
knowing that only two bases were allow­ 
ed on a ball that went under the fence, 
quickly shoved it under and forced Doty 
back to second base after he had com­ 
pleted the circuit of the bases. 
The de­ 
feat of the home team has not dampened 
the ardor of the lovers of the sport, and 
in all probability the third game of the 
series between the two nines will be 
played in two weeks hence. 
There is not a person in Brainerd but 
what is conversant of the fact that the 
above is a very prejudiced view of the 
game. 
In the first place there was only ; 
one man in the Brainerd nine who does 
not live right here—that man was Fryer, 
and the Duluth boys could not conscien­ 
tiously kick on the importation of 
a 
pitcher who would let in seven men at 
one inning. 
The other two men which 
the Herald speaks of were Cauaan and 
Uoeckhn. 
The former is a Brainerd boy 
and his home is bere, and the latter gen­ 
tleman, the catcher of the Brainerd club 
is an employe at the paint shops of the 
Northern Pacific in this city and which 
facts can be substantiated. 
Then the 
Herald cot* on to claim that Mr Bondv 
the umpire was “ the best man tu lite 
Brainerd nine,” and won the game for 
them. 
The Herald thinks, undoubtedly, 
that because the first game wa* won for 
them by an unfair umpire, that it must 
necessarily follow that our boy’s “ got 
there” in exactly the same way, but 
which is In no way true, as the game was 
umpired in all respects impartially. The 
Herald claims that “ but for the umpire 
Duluth would have won the game,” but 
if so, why docs the Tribune of their own 
city come out in a quarter column article 
defending the Brainerd nine and saying 
that the assertion of certain Duluth peo­ 
ple about the umpire being unfair is all 
bosh, that paper claiming that all ails 
the Duluth boys is that they must learn 
to play base ball bcfoie they tackle a 
crack nine, meaning undoubtedly the 
Brainerd club. 
Read the following arti­ 
cle from the Duluth Tribune, and see 
which paper gives the most impartial 
view of the game: 
The base ball grounds of Duluth are 
probably as pleasantly situated as any in 
the country. 
On a fine day such as yes­ 
terday, when a - thousand people are in 
attendance, all full of enthusiasm and 
easily moved to applause, th* scene is 
one of rare beauty and interest. 
In a 
word, the surroundings of the national 
game here are all that could be desired. 
The only thiDg needed is a base ball club 
that can play base ball. 
Yesterday’s 
game the Brainerd's won and won fairly, 
and throwing the blame of defeat on the 
umpire is neither in good taste or in ac­ 
cordance with Hie fac ts. 
If the Duluths 
arc to play good ball they must practice 
more between games, and if they do not 
play better ball titan they did yesterday 
their games will soon cease to attract an 
audience. 
About the only redeeming 
feature in their play was the batting, 
which in several innings was excellent, 
Reynolds, Doty, Newton, Kershaw and 
Sanderson making good hits.

and whatever merit I possess came 
from lier. who told out her thoughts 
on the lined paper, and made me. 
She kept this work of hers a secret. 
Sometimes I heard her telling her 
baby that mother was writing a story 
that, perhaps, when it was published, 
it would make her fortune—and then, 
till! the joys that would come—the 
country borne instead of furnished 
rooms,*the flowers and the brightness, 
“ like my old, obi home, baby I” 
And little by little I grew, and tho 
old case was full, and at last I was 
finished. 
Rather this first part of mj 
life —my best part — was over. , Then 
came many a journey for me. 
As I 
was born in Loudon, from whence 
books are all sent out into tho world, 
I was not committed to the post, but 
ray dear author would tie me up neat­ 
ly, and tuck mc under her ann and 
set forth with me. 
She would wait patiently to see 
sumo great pundit who was to pro­ 
nounce on my merits. 
She was so 
anxious about my fate that I could 
feel her heart beating, as she waited 
with me, aud even when she received 
mc back a tear dropped upon me, and 
I often heard her say : 
“I must give you up, ray poor little 
book; je u ltaVO no chanco among 
thou-and*, of course not. 
I was so 
silly to think so. 
I will not try any 
more.” 
But she did try it again, and I was 
received. 
I had been received before, 
but now I was unrolled and read. 
When my dear author came back to 
hear ray doom, the man who had me 
laid his hand upon me and said: 
“ This is*, 
nice story; it is not a 
novel and vet. t is full of interest 
I 
will undertake to publish it.” 
“ Will you pay for it?” she asked. 
“ Well, no; I will bring it out, and if 
you deposit thirty pounds, I will share 
the profits if it succeeds.” 
“ I can not pay you any money,” 
was the answer in a low tone, “ for I 
have none. 
I want money from you.” 
The publisher stroked his beard; he 
had a long beard, for it tickled me as 
he bent over me. 
“ My dear young lady, that is always 
the cry of young authors; but the har­ 
vest is not reaped directly the seed is 
Bown. 
You must be patient.” 
“ (live ray story back to me,” ray 
Author said in a trembling voice. 
“ I 
can not let you have it for nothing; 
I was being rolled up, and a thick 
elastic? baud clicked over me, when an­ 
other voice was beard: 
“ Mr. Rest, let me speak with you a 
moment.” 
Then I was laid down on the table, 
and I could hear the- sighs of my dear 
author as she sat near me. 
After a few minutes, the gentleman 
with the beard came back, and a 
younger gentleman with him. 
“ We think, madame, we will under­ 
take to publish this book, and—-pay 
you ten pounds on the day of issue. 
The truth is my partner thinks highly 
of it; forgive me', more highly tlnfn I 
do, and In his desire I make you this 
oiler.” 
So I was left on the table, then 
thrown into a deep drawer, from 
whence I was takeu one morning aud 
torn nssonder. 
A small part of me was sent oil' to 
tho printers, be ing first marked by the 
hand of some one who read me. 
Very soon after my arrival at the 
printer’s office my fair pages were 
smeared with black lingers, and I was 
set up 
before a man 
with a pair 
o f keen 
eyes, 
and 
I 
heard 
him 
mutter: 
“ Plain writing for once, that's a 
mercy—a woman's too.” 
Then another voice called.out: 
“ You are lucky. 
I have been puz­ 
zling over this sentence for an hour; 
can’t make head or tail of it,'’ 
while 
another grumbled: 
“These proofs arc so scrawled over, 
I ’ll just send them back to Mr. Best. 
I ain't going to spend my life over 
’em.” 
From first to last I heard no grum ­ 
bling about myself. 
All went smooth­ 
ly, aud my dear author would smile 
aud sine over me as the proofs of my 
progress came bv the post to her twice 
a week. 
The great day came at last. 
After 
I had been punched aud flattened anti 
stitched, I was inclosed in a modest 
gray b nding with silver letters, and 
w a s -published! 
Ah, me! with what crowds of other 
books did I make my debut into the 
wholesale 
publisher’s 
ware-house, 
where we were all ranged on shelves 
waiting for orders. 
Some were sent for review, some to 
the trade; one, with ten pounds, to ray 
dear author. 
Who of all the people that glanced 
at me guessed the labor which bad 
been bestowed on me iu my creation, 
and the joy 
which I gave 
when 
I 
lay complete ou the 
breakfast 
table* one dark 
December 
morn­ 
ing? 
How proud was the young hus­ 
band ! 
How lie took me up and a d ­ 
mired my binding, ray silver letters 
aud my title. 
By the by, I have never 
told you my name. 
It was “ Bright 
Days.” 
“ This is a bright day to me, b a r­ 
ling,” said the husband, hugging me 
and the baby and my author in one 
fervent embrace. 
Then the ten pounds were examined 
—the crossed cheek!” 
“Payable to you,” she said. “ soyou 
mii't take the money. 
I am only a 
woman, so I can't take my wage. 
So 
nice that it is yours!” 
How happy they were! how full of 
bright plans and schemes! That ten 
pounds was an El Dorado—that check, 
signed by Messrs Bestuds Crowe, like 
a banner of victory. 
And now I must go to less pleasant 
subjects. 
I was not a success com­ 


mercially— hardly a failure, but not a 
success. 
Thousands passed mo in the race. 
Books full of dark deeds—cheating, 
murder, and the like—sold. 
Books 
full of • affected flights of aesthetic 
culture and lofty agnostic teaching, 
sold; but I was passed bv. 
I must speak as a nouu of multi­ 
tude, for a certain freemasonry is 
established among us as a tribe, and 
we know pretty’ well by results what 
has happened. 
“ Bright Days,” Hie appearance of 
which caused such pleasure in that 
dull little London lodging, was lent lo 
admiring friends and read; it was lent 
to others, and dismissed with faint 
praise. 
A great critic in literature called ii 
goody’, another dull; a third laughed 
over it with his clever wife, and wrote 
what he thought a stinging piece of 
satire—only a few lines. 
“ Bright 
Days” was not worth more! 
“ Will you take another story?” my 
author asked of Mr. Best. 
“ Well, I am afraid” —and the beard 
was 
stroked 
thoughtfully—“ I 
am 
afraid—not at our risk; we must wait. 
Autumn 
sales 
may 
ellect ‘Bright 
Days.’ 
But, to tell y’ou the honest 
truth, there is not a spice of wicked­ 
ness in the tale to insure its success 
with novel readers, no very startling 
interest, no tragic incident—pray for­ 
give my’ candor—and then, for the 
stricter folk, there is not enough said 
of religion. 
Though some call you 
‘goody, 
others think you worldly. 
Your heroine goes to a dance, and 
once even to the theater, and, ridicu­ 
lous as it may seem, that is enough to 
check tho circulation in some homes.” 
“So you think I had better never 
write another book?” my author said, 
in that sweet, low voice of hers, which 
I well knew was Hie sound of repress­ 
ed tears. 
“ I would not go so far as that. 
Your story is true lo life -a little too 
true: it is well written; there are beau­ 
tiful passages in it; but, to sum up in 
a few words, ‘Bright Days’ is not a 
success.” 
Well, there are different notions as 
to success, but it seems to me that I 
did not altogether fail when a letter, 
like the one which I heard my au­ 
thor's husband read lo lier, was writ­ 
ten about me.

Home Suggestions. 
The seed rod of plantain, boiled in 
milk will check the most violent at­ 
tack of cholera morbus. 
Corduroy as a covering for furni­ 
ture is desirable for two reasons, it is 
very durable and oflfers no chance for 
moths. 
It is said that ice will melt less rap­ 
idly if wrapped iii newspapers and 
placed in a covered box than when 
kept in a rcfrigator. 
A better plan for removing grease 
spots 
than bv 
applying a bot iron 
is to rub iu some spirits of wine with 
the hand until the grease is brought to 
powder, and there will be no traee of 
it. 
lh e elasticity of cane chair bot­ 
toms can be restored by washing tho 
cane with soap and water until it is 
well soaked, and then drying thor­ 
oughly in the air, after which they 
will become as tight and firm as new, 
if none of the canes are broken. 
C if, after careful skimmings, tiny par­ 
ticles of grease rise to the top of broth 
that is intended for the sick, try this 
method of removing it : 
Lay clean, 
white writing paper over it. 
If the 
first time trying does not remove it, 
repeat the operation. 
Mou*e holes in walls and closets 
should be filled with lime, afterward 
plastered over with plaster of Barih, 
mixed with water. 
It is a godd plan 
to keep a paper of the latter in every 
house, as it is useful in tilling cracks, 
aud, in fact, conies in in many other 
ways into household economy. 
Flannel which has become yellow by 
age may be restored to whiteness by 
the use of a solution of 24 ounces of 
Marseilles soap in 50 pounds ot soft 
water, to which is added two-thirds of 
an ounce of smrit of aqua ammonia, 
and the whole thoroughly mixed. 
Im­ 
merse tho flannel, stir around well, 
then rinse in pure water. 
A pretty cover for the piano stool is 
made of a square of felt. 
It should 
have fringe around the edge, either 
sewed on dr made by slashing Hie 
edge of tho felt. 
The ornamentatiou 
is of velvet ribbon, put on in lines to 
form squares; the ends should be 
painted, and the edges of the velvet 
may be fastened down with fancy 
stitches in bright embroidery silk. Or 
a bordar of satin ribbon may bo put 
on; put a square of ribbon in each 
corner, and then a plain strip of the 
ribbon with tho ends pointed where 
they join the squares. 
This, too, may 
be made very ornamental by the addi­ 
tion of embroidery. 
Mix thoroughly four tablespoons of 
liquid ammonia, one pound of whiting 
and one pint of water that potatoes 
have been boiled in. 
Shake well and 
apply to the silver with a cloth. 
Rub 
the silver with it; then with a soft, 
clean piece; then wash. 
This is a val­ 
uable reel lie. 
it is equally good for 
cleaning windows, applying it iu tho 
same manner as to the silver. 
This 
amount will last quite a while. 
In 
cleaning windows, just wet a cloth in 
the mixture, after shading it well, aud 
wipe Hie glass over. 
Go over the 
window, 
before you take the soft, 
clean cloth, which leaves the glass 
clear as crystal. 
No washing needed 
for windows. 
The eo*t is trifling. 
Tliis is also excellent for tin ware.— 
Fort ti, Forge and Farm.

“ Does the depression in commercial 
circles allect the law business gener­ 
ally for the worse? I should suppose it 
would give it an impetus.” 
“The business is not so very bad, ex­ 
cept among young attorneys. Depres­ 
sion in busbie s is not the sole cause 
of our ill-luck. 
Older attorneys, and 
some of them having a lucrative prac­ 
tice in the higher courts, are getting 
in the Habit of descending to justice 
courts even in matters of small ac­ 
count. 
It is true that some older law­ 
yers make a practice of turning: over 
petty suits to younger mon, but they 
are few.” 
“ Are collections from clients becom­ 
ing more difficult?” 
“ Somewhat; but he is a poor lawyer 
who eau not collect his fee. There are 
certain well-known attorneys recog­ 
nized m the profession as model law­ 
yers, able speakers, and good counsel, 
who bind their clients with a roek-rib- 
bed contract. 
If money can not be 
paid them, their chattels are accepted 
in lieu. 
A very well known attorney 
recently made it a condition of a con­ 
tract of this kind that in case the 
money was not forthcoming, then he 
was to receive the seal skin sack which 
bis lady client wore. 
Others will not 
take a case without what is known as 
a retainer, which i* nothing more than 
part pay in advance. 
Not a few law­ 
yers of a certain class are willing to 
take cases making their pay contingent 
upon winning the rase. 
Of course the 
pay is commensurate with the risk, 
aud is usually half the amount sought 
to be recovered; but I have known a 
case In which three-fourths was allot­ 
ted. 
These, of course, are desperate 
cases 
which no reputable 
lawyer 
would take, aud indeed which no at­ 
torney with but little or no reputation 
as such w^puld touch unless constrained 
to do so by the hope of winning: the re­ 
ward and a peal front the bugle of 
fame. ”—Detroit Dost.

Extracts from an Address by Senator Palmer 
to tho Somerville Female Seminary. 
The address to tho graduates at tho 
recent commencement at Somerville 
Academy was given by Senator Thom­ 
as W. Palmer. 
'The following extract 
from the address happily describes tho 
noblest characteristics of woman: 
The ages which havo immediately 
preceded the last hundred years were 
ages of faith, in which tho pendulum 
swung beyond the reach or ken of 
reason. 
As a result when the pendu­ 
lum swung bach to the side of reason, 
impelled as it has been by the added 
force of discoveries in science and the 
revolt of the human mind from its 
long bondage, it has swung clear be­ 
yond tho coniines of faith. 
Now, 
whereas faith not regulated by reason 
may be a dangerous guide, reason un 
inspired by faith bai no vital power to 
advance the destinies of mankind or 
add a grain to human happiness. 
This age is not so much an age of 
un belief "as it is an age of unsettled 
beliefs, not only in religion, but in all 
things. 
Science and a spirit of in­ 
quiry has unsettled nearly every pre­ 
conceived theory from the origin of 
earthquakes down to the method of 
making Jersey bulter. 
But religion 
is not primarily a thing of ilie reason. 
Ii is an aspiration, a reaching out for 
something higher where reason may 
not lead, but where she can follow ami 
mark the lino between religion and 
superstition. 
Women are the guardians of tho 
faith. 
To her faith is something more 
than a dogma. 
Bo careful how you 
permit it to be undermined by spe­ 
cious reasoning or insidious and covert 
attacks. 
They say hope is the anchor 
of the soul, but without faith tho 
cable is gone that ties you to hope. 
To the healthful mind doubts will pre­ 
sent themselves about dogmas and 
forms, but the eternal truths, the 
over ruling power, tho immortal des­ 
tiny of man, his responsibility and the 
assurance that at hist all things must 
be made right, all inequalities recti­ 
fied, these are living truths which every 
soul must recognize the necessity of, 
and therefore their existence, for if I 
understand the basic principle of one 
line of scientific research it is this— 
that where a need is felt, that need 
will be supplied. 
As in the olden time tho sacred fire 
was committed to the care of the ves­ 
tals, so is the flame of a pure and re­ 
generate religion committed to the 
care of the women of to-day. 
The 
aspirations and ideas of the race are 
nurtured and guarded by her. 'Through 
her influence churches are reared and 
the sound of praise is heard in the 
land. 
At her kuee the lessons are im­ 
parted which, though silent in their 
operation, inspire men to heroic effort 
or restrain them from guilt and impel 
women to lives of self-sacrifice and 
bring back the erring. 
The last thiug a man ever forgets is 
the prayer he has lisped at his moth­ 
er’s side. 
The future is hers, for she, more 
than any other, .-hajjes the growth of 
the men of the future, and her teach­ 
ings can never be unfruitful, for they 
arc incorporated with the tissues of 
the youth, who w ill hereafter largely 
control the destinies of mankind. 
In tho Uiizzi Gallery in Florence 
stands tile statue of a woman. 
It is 
an antique, 
it was chi.-clcd in Athens 
over 2,000 years ago. 
All that is beau­ 
tiful in form and symmetrical in pro­ 
portion is found in this statue, 
l he 
shape of the limbs, the }>ose of the 
trunk and the contour of tho head 
have been tin* admiration of the arti-tic 
world for the last 200 years. 
This i* 
tile celebrated 
Venus de 
Mod leis. 
After all it impresses ’you with no 
other idea than that here is the statue 
of a beautiful woman. 
There are no 
suggestions of a soul, nothing but 
sense. 
It tells no story. 
It marks no 
epoch. 
It immortalizes no sentiment 
save that of passion, which would de­ 
grade rather than exalt 
In one of the corridors of the Lou­ 
vre at Paris stands another statue, 
it 
is also of Greek origin. No one knows 
the name of the artist. 
It is of heroic 
size, but that does nota/*'1 
'*<* /hor­ 
nily. 
The arms are gone, but no pro­ 
fane hand has ever dated attempt tlieir 
restoration. The body, full of dignity, 
strength and repose, 
would impress 
you by its quiet self-reliance. 
The 
features avo not beautiful, by some 
they would not be called classic, hut 
one would say impulsively that this 
was chiseled in the likeness of some 
woman rapt in and inspired by some 
lofty purpose, or that it was intend* «l 
as an impersonation of those virtues 
which artists in every age have de­ 
lighted to represent through the per­ 
sonality of woman. You feel that this 
•tatoo 
represents something 
over 
which death lqts no power, aud which 
time cannot change. 
It 
look- the 
! pure maiden, the w ise matron, Hie 
protector, the adviser, the consoler, 
the inspirer, the sustained 
It repre- 
sents faith, hope, endurance, resist­ 
ance; a soul self-poised and equal to 
all things. 
Some think her to havo been the 
tutelar deity 
of Melos, 
as Pallas 
Athene was of Athens. 
Whether she 
inspired that patriotic people to tho 
heroic deeds by which they won fame, 
or whether those deeds inspired the 
heart and brain from which she was 
evolved, and gave the hand which 
chiseled her its cunning, it makes but 
little difference. 
Without a history, 
without a name, tho hand which mod­ 
eled her unknown, the island of lier 
birth degraded b}’ centuries of mis­ 
rule, one can read in her serene and 
reposeful look all the qualities which 
dignify humanity. 
You never tile in looking at her. 
The process is restful. 
Reft of her 
arms she none the less lifts you up. 
The marble discolored, sho none the 
less impresses you with her purity. 
Her drapery fallen to her hips, tho 
wanton eyes fall abashed before the 
majesty of her hearing. 
The eyes 
pool ing into the distance seem to scan 
the horizon of history and tho highest 
possibilities of the future. 
The lips look as if they had taught 
the boys who taught at Marathon and 
Salamis, and afterwards those who 
fought at Bunker Hill and Gettysburg. 
Tile benignant, tender and merciful 
mother, the reign of law, tho power 
for defensive war, the placidity of 
honorable peace, the capacity to suf­ 
fer aud endure, the ability to rejoice, 
: strength for the harvest aud grace for 
the home, religion, patriotism and 
purity are all typified in her heroic 
and tireless attitude. 
No one would 
associate her with the Venus of in­ 
trigue or caprice, but rather regard 
her as the embodiment of all that in­ 
spires and elevates mankind. 
This is my ideal of an American 
woman. 
The enduring physique, the 
I well-balanced brain, the tender heart, 
coupled with intuitions unknown to 
man and which savor of prophecy, 
| when these are achieved paradise will 
indeed be regained. 
Then the Venus of Milo will be, not 
an effigy, but a living soul. 
Her arms 
restored will lift up the weak and 
point out the way to tho strong. Her 
drapery arranged, her lips vocal, her 
features beaming with vital power, 
her limbs instinct with life, the dream 
of him who modeled her will become 
a reality in the beneficent womanhood 
i which shall come like the dawn, rosy 
lingered, to tho young, and light the 
evening of life with its celestial halo. 


The Trouble With Indians. 
There is much interest manifested 
among white people, just at this time, 
in regard to the habits of the Indians, 
the wards of the government, in view 
of the fact that the Apaches are scalp­ 
ing everybody in sight down in New 
Mexico. 
They are an interesting raeo, 
these Indians are when they become 
tame, but in a wild state the)' are ter­ 
rors. 
It is the duty of white people to 
teach the Indians many things which 
they do not know. 
For instance, read 
the following account of an interview 
with Col. llges, an Indian fighter, in 
regard to the Way Indians do their 
courting: 
“ Indians make love in a peculiar 
way. 
A buck when Iris affections are 
centered upon a girl, will try to catch 
her away from camp. 
He will throw 
his blanket over her aud slip under­ 
neath with lier. 
If she rejects his suit 
there will be trouble underneath tho 
blanket, and she will escape from him. 
But if she accepts him they will sitfef 
hours without saying a word or cn- 
gaging in any affectionate demonstra­ 
tions. 
Indians, you know, don’t kiss. 
They manifest affect iou by a kind of 
slapping of each other on the breast 
and moaning.” 
It would seem that with all the In­ 
dian commissioners we 
have had to 
teach Indians the ways of civilization, 
that some attention ought to have 
been paid to instructing them iii tho 
United States star spangled orthodox 
way of courting. 
As long as Indians 
are* allowed to lassoo the girl, they 
think they love, by throwing a blank­ 
et over their heads, and Holding the 
precious things in that way, Indians 
are bound to he hostile and full of 
tight. 
In such a case, if the Indian 
wins the girl, he will want to fight, if 
he has to sit for hours under an old 
blanket with her, doing nothing but 
pounding her on the stomach; and if 
.she rejec ts him he will want to go off 
and scalp somebody. 
If tho Indians 
could be instructed in the art of kiss­ 
ing and courting In the right way, 
they would not want to light. 
These 
lighters who are killing jieople, ami 
disemboweling them, and braining lit­ 
tle children, could lie tamed easily by 
love, the way white people love. 
Let 
a buck Indian come off of the war 
path and get in love with a girl, and 
go to work to win her the way white 
Folks do, and there would be no room 
in his mind for thoughts of murder 
and revenge. 
If he sat up eight or 
nine nights a week with Ins girl he 
wouldn’t have strength enough to get 
on a war path without somebody 
“ boosted” him on. 
lf ho saw a war 
path and got on it by mistake, he 
would turn off at tho first forks of tho 
road ami hurry back to the wigwam 
of his girl, and one look of lo\e from 
her eyes would knock all the light out 
of him. 
Slapping a woman on thi 
stomach is no way to express love, 
and the Indian commission and agents 
ought to explain it to these untutored 
children of the fore-L 
And how' is it, 
with all the commissioners, agent-, 
missionaries, sutlers 
and 
soldiers 
that 
have 
been 
-eat 
among 
the Indian*, that they have 
never 
learned 
the poor 
things to kiss? 
It does not look reasonable that such 
ignorance prevails among the children 
of the forest, after all we have done 
for them, though Colonel llges may be 
right. 
The kiss of an Indian maiden, 
if properly directed and reasonably 
well performed, would draw a fight­ 
ing, seal [dug Indian oil' of a war path 
as a mustard piaster would draw pain. 
Let us teach the Indians so that in­ 
stead of tieing a girl up in a bag and 
slapping ber, tin a, will touch lier gent­ 
ly, [int their arms around her, hug her, 
hold her in their laos stroke her hair 
and kiss lier, and display their affec­ 
tion like human beings instead of like 
bears ami wolves, aud when once 
they have learned to love diteently, 
they will be safe to turn loose among 
settlers. 
When the

Indian 
learns to go to Hie wigwam of the girl 
he loves, sit around ami talk about the 
crops aud thing* till tho old folks go 
to bed, aud then put in the time* uni­ 
t'd morning hugging and k itin g the 
girl, and talking over plans for tho 
future, ami he goes to Ids wigwam a 
little before daylight with his heart 
playing the snare drum on his ribs, 
and crawls under a buffalo robe to 
sleep nil

he feels as though night would never 
come again so he can go back to her, 
with an excu-e to the obi folk* that ho 
wants to borrow a gun or a dog or 
something—when the young indian 
gets it that bad, you can turn him 
loose among men with long hair and 
he won’t scalp them. 
He will have 
become a man instead of a wild beast,, 
and he will begin to realize that other 
men have hearts full of love for those 
who are dear to them, and he wouldn’t 
harm the hair of the head of a single 
one of God’s creatun s.

Abraham Lincoln in 1856. 
The occasion of Mr. Lincoln’s first 
visit to Danville was a- prosecutor of \ 
a slander suit brought bv Dr. Fithian 
against a wealths farmer, whose wife j 
died tinder the* doctor’s hands. 
He 
was accused of malpractice. 
The defense was represented by Ed­ 
ward A. liannegnn, of Indiana, ex­ 
u l t e d States Senator and afterward 
Minister to Berlin, an able ami eloj 
quent man, ami (). B. Ficklin, who, 
after Douglas and Lincoln, was con­ 
sidered the best lawyer in Illinois. 
Mr. Lincoln had all lie could do to 
maintain himself against his t wo for­ 
midable adversaries, but he was equal 
to the occasion. 
The trial lasted three or four days, 
the examination of witnesser consum­ 
ing most of the time. 
In this part of 
the work Mr. Lincoln displayed re­ 
markable tact. 
He did not badger 
the witnesses or attempt to confuse 
them. 
His questions were plain and 
practical, and elicited answers that 
had a direct bearing upon the case. 
He did nothing for effect, and made 
no attempt to dazzle the jury or cap­ 
tivate the audience. 
In his address to the jury he spoke 
for almost two hours, entirely with­ 
out notes, aud with an eloquence that 
I have never heard surpassed. 
Ile 
was all life, all motion; every muscle 
aud libre of his boily seemed brought 
into requisition. 
His voice was clear, 
distinct and well modulated. 
Every 
word was clean cut and exactly suited 
its place. 
At times he would stoop 
over until his hands swept tho floor. 
Then lie would straighten himself up, 
fold his arms across his breast and 
take a few steps forward or back. 
This movement completed, he would 
fling his arms above his head or thrust 
them beneath his coat tails, elevating 
or depressing his voice to suit the 
attitude assumed anti the sentiment 
expressed. 
Arms ami legs were con­ 
tinually in motion. 
It seemed impos­ 
sible for him to stand still. 
In tho 
midst of impassioned or pathetic por­ 
tions of his speech he would extend 
his long arms towards the judge or 
jury and shake his bony fingers, with 
an effect that is indescribable. Ho held 
his audience to the last, and when he 
sat down there was a murmur of ap- 
plause which the judge with difficulty 
prevented from swelling to a roar. 
The argument must have been as able 
as tho manner of the speaker was at­ 
tractive, for the verdict was in favoi 
of the prosecution 
This speech was considered one of 
Mr. Lincoln’s ablest forensic efforts. 
It greatly extended Ins fame through­ 
out the .State, and led indirectly to Ins 
memorable contest with Judge Doug­ 
las for the United States Senatorship 
two years later. 
This, in turn, drew 
the eyes of the Nation upon him as a 
fit leader of the republican party, then 
rising to power, aud secured for him 
the nomination for the Presidency at 
Chicago in 1800.— New York Mail anc 
Express.

The Story of a R ailroad R ide R elated by a 
Dying* Engineer. E ighty M iles an Hour 
Over 
a Crooked Track, 
Pursued by 
Flam es. 
“I don’t expect to live much longer, 
and after I am dead I want you to put 
in the papers the story of that ride I 
hail from Prospect to Brocton in 1860.” 
The speaker was Duff Brown, an old 
locomotive engineer, who was lying at 
his home in Portland, N. Y., dying 
with consumption. 
This was several 
months ago. 
On the 7th inst. he died. 
He was nearly sixty years old, and one 
of the oldest engineers in the United 
States. 
His story of the awful ride is 
this: 
“In 1869 I was running a train 
on the 
Buffalo, 
Corry 
and 
Erie 
Railroad. 
The 
track 
from 
Pros­ 
pect, or Mayville Summit, to Brocton 
j Junction is so crooked, that while the 
distance is actually only ten miles, the 
curves make it by rail fourteen. 
The 
grade for the whole distance is over 
seventy feet to the mile. 
About 0 
o’clock on the night of August 17,1869, 
we readied the Summit with a train of 
two passenger-cars, six oil-cars, and a 
box car. 
The latter contained two val­ 
uable trotting-horses and their keepers 
with them, on their way, I believe to 
Chicago. 
There were fifty or sixty 
passengers in the two cars. 
I got tho 
; signal from the conductor to start and 
pulled out. 
We had got under consid­ 
erable headway, when looking back, I 
j saw an oil car in the middle of the 
j train was on fire. 
I reversed the engine 
and whistled for brakes. 
The conduc­ 
tor and brakemen jumped off. 
They 
J uncoupled the passenger cars and set 
the brakes upon them and brought them 
to a stop. 
Supposing that the brakes 
; on the burning oil cars would also be 
I put on, I called to a brakeman on tho 
box car to draw the coupling-pia be- 
j tween that car aud the head oil tank, 
backing so that he could do it, intend­ 
ing to run far enough to save the box 
car and the locomotive. 
As I ran down 
the hill after the pin bud been drawn, 
j what was my horror to see that the 
j burning cars were following me at a 
j speed that was rapidly increasing. The 
men ha/1 not succeeded in putting on 
the brakes. 
I saw that the only tiling 
that could be done was to run for it to 
I Brocton, and the chances were that we 
would never reach there at the speed 
which we would be obliged to make 
around 
those 
sharp reverse curves 
where we had never run over twenty 
miles an hour. 
When I saw* the flam­ 
ing cars—for the whole six were on tiro 
by this time 
plunging after me, and 
* only a few feet away, I pulled the throt­ 
tle open. 
The oil cars caught me, 
though, before I got away. 
They came 
with full force against the rear of the 
box-car, smashing in one end and knock­ 
ing the horses and their keepers flat on 
the floor. 
The In at was almost unen­ 
durable, and do my beat I couldn’t put 
; more than thirty feet between the pur- 
| suing fire and ourselves. 
By tile light 
from the furnace, aa the fireman opened 
the door to pile in. the coal, I caught 
I sight of the face of one of the horsemen, 
j he having crawled up to the grated 
opening in the end. It was pale as death. 
awd he begged me for God’s sake to 
give her more steam. 
I was giving her 
then all the ht**am she conld carry, and 
the grade itself was sufficient to carry 
* us down at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour. 
We went *o fast that the en­ 
gine refused to pump. 
Every time we 
j strnek one of those curves the old 
j girl would run on almost one set of 
wheels, and why in the world Hie did not 
topple over cs something I never could 
understand. 
She seemed to know that 
it was a race of life or death, and work­ 
ed us if she were alive. 
The night was 
dark, and the road ran through deep 
wood*, deep rock eats, aud along high 
embankment*. 
We were thundering 
along at lightning speed, and only a 
few paces behind us that fiery demon in 
full pursuit. 
There were fifty thou­ 
sand gallons of oil in those tanks a* 
least, and it was all in flames, making a 
flying avalanche of five hundred feet 
long. 
The flames leaped into the air 
nearly one hundred feet. 
The roar was 
like that of some gr* at cataract. 
Now 
and then a taiit wouRi expiuoe w in a 
noise like a cannon, when a volume of 
flame and pitchy -moke woald rise high 
above the body of flame and showers of 
burning oil would be scattered about in 
the woods. 
The whole country was 
lighted up for miles around. 
Well, it 
wasn’t long going at the rate we made, 
before the lights of Bro* ton came in 
sight down the valley. 
The relief I 
felt when these came in view was short 
liver!, for I remembered that tram 8 on 
the Lake Shore would be at the junc­ 
tion about the time we would reach it. 
Eight was the Cincinnati express. 
Our 
only hope all along the race had been 
that the switchman at tho junction 
would think far enough to open the 
switch there connecting tile cross-cut 
track with the Lake Shore truck, and 
let us run in on the latter, where the 
grade would be against tis, :f anything, 
and where we would soon get out the 
way of the oil cars. 
The switch would 
be closed now for the express, and our 
last hope was gone unless the express 
was late or borne one had sen-e enough 
to flag the express. 
While we were 
thinking of this are saw the train tear­ 
ing along toward the junction. 
Could 
we reach the junction, get the switch, 
and the switch be set back for tho ex­ 
press before tho latt r got there? 
If 
not, there would be an inevitable crash, 
in which not only we, but scores of 
others would be crushed to death. 
All 
this conjecturing did not occupy two 
seconds, but in these two seconds I 
lived years. 
“Good God!” I said to 
my fireman,‘what are we to do?' 
The 
fireman 
promptly 
replied —and 
he 
was 
a 
brave 
little 
fellow 
—that 
I 
should 
whistle 
for 
the switch aud take the chances. 
I 
did so. 
That whistle was one pro­ 
longed yell of agony. It was a shriek 
that seemed to tell us that our brave 
old engine knew our danger and had its 
fear. 
Neither the fireman nor myself 
spoke another word. 
Thanks be to 
God, the engineer on the express train, 
seeing us tearing down that mountain 
with an eighth of a mile of tire in close 
pursuit of us, knew in a moment that 
only one thing could save us. 
He 
whistled for brakes, and got his train 
on a standstill not ten feet from the 
switch. 
The sw itch man now answered 
our signal, and we shot on the Shore 
track and whizzed on by the depot and 
through the place like a rocket,. 
The 
burning cars followed us, of course, 
but their race was run. 
They had no 
propelling power now, and iii three 
hours thore was nothing left of them 
but smoking ruins. 
“My fireman and I were so wreak 
when we brought our locomotive to a 
stop that we could not get out of our 
cab. 
The two horsemen were uncon­ 
scious in the box-car. 
The horses were 
ruined. 
And how long do you think 
we were making that sixteen miles? 
We ran two miles uj> the Lake Shore 
track. 
Just twelve minutes from the 
summit to the spot where we stopped. 
A plumb eighty miles an hour, 
not 
counting the time lost getting under 
headway and stopping beyond Broc­ 
ton.”
